abide by the result.

also took a parting shot at the Pos­ 
tal Telegraph 
Company,

the officers of which were removed 
several

ago

what he termed interference with 
government management. 
The postmaster general did not 
mention the company by name, but 
said that “with one notable excep-1 
tion, the reason for which is thor- j 
oughly 
understood 
by those who 
have kept informed,” every wire 
company had given him loyal co­ 
operation. 
Under the resolution of congress 
directing the return of the com­ 
panies. government-fixed intrastate 
telephone 
rates are to remain in 
force for a period of four months, 
unless sooner changed by state 
•ommissions. but no provision was 
made as to telegraph rates. 
Clarence H. Mackey, president of 
the Postal Company, in urging con 
gress to provide for speedy return 
of the properties, said his company 
could reduce rates 20 per cent, and 
still earn a profit. 
This statement was recalled in 
connection with the return of the 
properties and a rate w’ar between 
the telegraph companies was view­ 
ed in some quarters as a possibili­ 
ty.

Fniladelphia is emerging from thej 
clutches of contracter and boss rule I 
under a new form 
of government 
provided by a new charter and bills 
passed by the Pennsylvania legis- j 
lature and signed by Gov. Wm. C. 
Sproul. 
The new legislation, which; 
was approved by all the commercial 
and civic associations of Philadel­ 
phia, and was supported by all the 
newspapers of the city, was backed 
by Senator Boies Penrose, to whom 
is given credit of putting it through 
the legislature. 
The Senator spent 
a considerable part of his time in 
Harrisburg organizing sentiment for 
the reform measures. 
* 
In a public review of the legisla­ 


tion, Clinton Rogers Woodruff, for, 
25 years secretary of the National I 
Municipal League, declares the new 
charter is a long step forward in city 
administration. 
Instead of a double body of 146 
men, elected from easily controlled 
pocket boroughs, the new council has 
21 members, each of whom is to re­ 
ceive a salary of $5,000 a year. New 
registration laws prevent padding of 
voting lists. 
December 
15th, each 
year, 
the 
mayor 
must 
present 
a 
financial 
budget for the ensuing year, within 
which the council must 
keep 
the 
financial program. 
Dual office holding is abolished and 
police and firemen are placed under 
civil service. 


Contractors who have dominated 
Philadelphia politics are thwarted by 
provisions requiring the city to do all 
street repairing, street cleaning and 
collection of ashes and waste, rub­ 
bish and garbage. 
The bureau of health is made a de­ 
partment and a Department of Pub­ 
lic Welfare established. 
The purpose of the new reform 
bills is to overcome the barriers of 
political organization and to compel 
party leadership to respond to the 
popular will. 
• 
The legislation was regarded of 
such importance that the signing of 
the bills was made a spectacular oc­ 
casion, at which many of the fore­ 
most 
men 
of 
Pennsylvania 
were 
present.

The biggest local story of the year hi d be­ 


come a one-paper monopoly. The others fol­ 
lowed gingerly and as best they could. 
Tbs 
afternoon prints stole the stuff shamelessly. 
But it was reprint and every one knew it. 
Hallam had grown to be the foremost figure 


in the newspaper world, for the time at 


least. 
• 


Of course there were other news sources. 
The bolshevistic character of the coffee house 
had come iii for a big play, all around, and 
through this tile winnowing and burrowing 


i had developed and uncovered the surprising 


if not alarm ing growth of anarchy on the 


v free soil’ of America. Raids and arrests came 
thick and the license of the fell coffee dive 


as a public resort was revoked by the mayor 


on request of the federal officials. 


Sleuth Grogan, seeing some money in sight, 


had gone to one of the other newspapers and 


volunteered to sell all that he knew, which 


was bought and played up as a sensational 


return beat. Nastia, who was available, was 
cross questioned half to death, posed for pic­ 


tures and run frantic. 
So the substantial 


facts gained general publication. 
But what 


are facts as compared to personalities, and 


what personality can compare with a living 


princess—young, orphaned and dethroned by 
bolshevism, pursued by nihilism, sentenced to 


death in a secret council of a rabid soviet, 
loved by her pursuer, wooed by a count, wit­ 


ness to a double m urder of both her suitors 


jus she herself was about to be slain, m ur­ 


ders enacted by her one time maid, whose 
lover had been the avenger swain? 


No wonder that the public craved, raved to 
bee her in the royal fl^sh. 


Her withdrawal from royal pretensions 
had been cabled round the globe and had 
been answered from Grodnia. 


i 
The soviet had met and voted resolutions 
deploring the death of their loyal and dis­ 


tinguished comrade, Naroush Dupchinsky, 


tralized power of red anarchy had been able 


easily and bloodily to sweep aside each stand 
of return rebellion. 
Now the tide was turn­ 


ing. Every inhuman defeat strengthened the 


heated hatred against the rough riding up­ 


starts, each killing lost one enemy to bol­ 
shevism and made a hundred. 


Already the uniformed guards of the soviet 


had been met in open combat and success­ 


fully fought. 
Already the frantic central 


council had met and hastily issued pronun­ 


ciamentos holding forth certain reforms and 
apologizing for the injustices and barbarities 


on specious grounds of natural confusion in 


promulgating a new national government. 


Already laws countenancing “ free marriage” 


and other superradieal pets of bolshevism 


had been withdrawn, and violation of women 


was declared punishable by death. 
Some 


opments of the sensational “ follow” on the 
Sabina story. 
And all this, so thrilling in 
itself, only added to the tremendous curiosity 
% which surrounded the breathing foremost 
personality of the world wide series of classic 
episodes. And she was lost in New Yolk— 
lost except to Bob Hallam. 
Through his column, and thus by cable to 
Grodnia, she sent a message encouraging 
those who had once worshiped her. whom she 
now claimed freely as her equals and breth­ 
ren, to push back the bolshevik usurpers and 
the bolshevik apostles and to declare, estab­ 
lish, and maintain a republic. Several items 
In answer stated that red fire had been burned 
in support of her message in the public 
streets and that a committee had vottd her 
an invitation to attend the constitutional con- 
Vention as a citizen of Grodnia. 
Princess Sabina accepted the bid through 
a cable written in her own hand, reproduced, 
of course, by Hallam, exclusively. 
The so­ 
viet having officially withdrawal the sentence 
of death against her, the thought was plausi­ 
ble even in the face of the still surviving, 


hopeful than blankly disinterested as she had 
see*med on the night of the tragedies, appeared 
with her attorney, a leader of the bar who 
had accepted the case without fee, regarding 
it. as It obviously was, a valuable feather in 
his cap to be the defending counsel in this 
most talked of and written of criminal ca so 
in years. 
, 
Nastia was arraigned and pleaded not 
guilty through her interpreter. The witnesses 
were sworn en masse. By agreement of the 
state and defense a jury was accepted with­ 
out much preliminary w angling, and. with 
promptness unknown to issues of such vital 
public interest, the process of trial was in 
action within an hour. 
The prosecutor presented his case briefly 
to the Jury: 
Defendant was a non-citizen who had been 
betrayed, she alleged, by one of the deceased; 
she would claim that she did not come here 
with the direct purpose of killing him, per­ 
haps not true, but the point would be waived 
by the state; admitting then that she had 
come w’ith an innocent heart, although she 
had brought a revolver with her. she had de­ 
manded of deceased that he marry her, which 
deceased had refused to do; she had then de­ 
liberately followed him through the streets 
and into the home of the wetnesses and killed 
him; true, he was in the act of committing a 
murder himself, but not against defendant; 
that there had been venom in her heart was 
indicated by the fact that she had poured

who " had died a m artyr hero in the act of 
striking for liberty and the eternal emancipa­ 
tion of his delivered people.” It was proposed 
to erect a monument to him on the spot 
where the royal palace had been razed by 


him and his cohorts. Two of N astia’s cousins 
had been butchered in the streets t^hen they 
showed themselves during a parade in dem­ 
onstration of the official sorrow and mourning 
over the death of Dupchinsky. 


The soviet issued an acceptance of the ab­ 


dication of Princess Sabina, declaring the 


royal lines thus ended forever, and appended 


to it the courageous statem ent that Sabina 
had taken her self denying stand through 


fear of the power of bolshevism and through 


realization that its arm stretched every­ 


where around the world and recognition of 


the futility of its doomed attem pting evasion 


or escape. 
But the flamboyant utterances were more 


blatant than sincere. Grodnia had undergone 


horrible times. 
The power of the soviet, 


ram pant in the momentum of the first tre­ 


mendous triumphs, beginning to wabble a 


bit in the early rumblings of timid protest 


against the atrocities of the bolshevist reign, 


had by now begun to recognize serious and 


menacing prophecies of ruin in the stem and 
stubborn opposition which, as bolshevism it­ 
self had grown, was developing with snow­ 


ball velocity around the soul of indignation 


and rebellion swelling through the land. 


Ttie outrages were beginning to be an­ 


s w e re d with resistance and armed revenge. 
The first riots had all been massacre* by the 
constituted bullies of bolshevism; but now 
they were two-sided battles with groups of 
citizens banded together or flocking to the 
cupport of one another. For a tune the cen- 


semblance of protection for life and property 


was promised. 
All this gradually was breaking down the 
power of bolshevism. All this presaged vis­ 
ibly and beyond denial the gradual develop­ 


ment of the soviet monstrosity into a repub­ 
lican form of central government. The bol­ 
shevik 
officeholders, 
grand 
grafters 
and 
bloodthirsty leaders had not yet surrendered 
or admitted their defeat. But they were be­ 
ing pressed back with the rest, back iro n 
the 
unreasonable 
bolshevistic 
extremes 
which had succeeded the irrational royal 
extrem es into the middle path of orderly and 
sane democracy, not bound by the iron hand 
of an arbitrary monarch, not ruled by a howl­ 
ing mob cf armed gorillas, but maintained 
by the chosen representatives of ail the peo­ 
ple.

Already a constitution was being openly 
advocated on the street corners and allowed 
discussion by virtue of a proclamation guar­ 
anteeing freedopi of speech, one of the first 
rules the soviet had been cudgeled into sub­ 
mitting. The soviet rulers were to be a Howe d 
seats at the constitutional convention, but 
the people at large were electing {heir dele­

Moving picture companies 
bad arranged for star “ locations ” near the 
doors of the building to seek a “ shot ” at thi3 
extraordinary international fi.guxc, for she 
was beautiful as well as famous r.r.d violent­ 
ly interesting. 
On the first morning of the trial Hallam 
clipped Sabina and Father Pokoff out of the 
house early and 
took them for a drive 
through the parks so that their 
starting 
place would not be revealed. Before the pic­ 
ture operators or the dense crowd about the 
entrance had noticed it. the closed car had 
stopped and three people had crossed the 
walk and been lost behind the massive outer 
* 
doors. Sabina was recognized from her fre­ 
quent photographs, in spite of her veil, by a 
few. and the buzz instantaneously made 
known that she had come. 
Th* press to­ 
ward the courtroom was so heat y that the 
police handled it with difficulty ara 
ployinent of clubs. 
Hallam led his witnesses past t 
g u a rd s at the inner portals and into the par­ 
titioned section for witnesses an : principals. 
The craning of necks and animated whisper­ 
ing were subdued only when the bu ULT lapped 
for order and the proceedings became formal. 
Hallam was but slightly less cg!el than 
S ab in a and Nastia, for his fame had b come 
a m u n ic ip a l institution. But he was busy and 
divided himself with determining t:. j p: lim- 
inary details and protecting Sabina from too

an act an innocent third party was deprived 
of life it fell under the cold and unequivocal 
ctatutcs In such case*-- made and provided 
Counsel for the defense answered: 
Grounds existed sufficient to establish sub­ 
s 'amia! insanity, which would have to be ad­ 
duced in the piocess of conveying to the jury 
tho facts, but the defense would waive the 
plea of insanity and would call no experts; 
that the facD iii themselves would prove 
justifiable homicide in the slaying of Dup- 
chinsky as well as Count Jan; that, whatever 
the ulterior motives of defendant might have 
been in following Dupchinsky, in arming her­ 
self, In drawing her weapon, all of this be­ 
came null and inconsequential because, when 
she entered the house she beheld Dupchinsky 
with upraised knife about to butcher wit­ 
ness, Princess Sabina of Grodnia; that she 
in

diatcly fired upon him while he was in 
bruta: and murderously criminal act; 
I at, while she missed him and accidentally 
killed Count Jan, the nevertheless fired the 
shut to save an innocent victim from a m ur­ 
derer in the very act of committing a de­ 
liberate act of assassination; that she Ared 


her next shot, the first that struck Dup* 
chinsky, while he was again in the act of 
attem pting and about to consummate a m ur­ 
der, this time against witness. Hallam, who 
was unarmed and against whom Dupchin- 
eky’s knife could not, therefore, have been 
used in self defense; that, had she not shot 
when she did. witness, Hallam, would have 
been killed; that, no m atter what motive 
prompted her in firing the additional three 
shots—probably merely excitement and over­ 
wrought emotions—the first shot severed his 
spine and was, therefore, fatal beyond argu­ 
ment; that, as one cannot kill or Injure a 
dead man, the three other shots were in no 
m anner germane to the question of guilt or 
innocence; that these details would be entire­ 
ly substantiated by three witnesses of far 
more than ordinary intelligence and credibil­ 
ity, a royal princess, whose noble conduct 
had endeared her to a world, a priest of the 
holy church, and the most famous and bril­ 
liant journalist of the generation. 
Hallam was called as the first witness after 
the detective had testified for a few minutes 
to identify the revolver and tell of the girl’s 
arrest. 
Hallam acted as a court’s witness, 
subject to cross examination by both sides, 
and, in his character as a public figure and 
an officer of his country, was virtually un­ 
assailed as to his veracity. He told his story 
concisely and with the clear cut diction and 
descriptive strokes of the expert reporter. 
He shielded no one, frankly stated that the 
girl had drawn her revolver berore sne had 
entered the house, and that she had con- 
■ fessed later that she had come to kill Dup­ 
chinsky and was glad she had killed him, 
but he also established every point made by 
N astia’s lawyer as to the split-hair second 
by which her shot had saved his life and the 
exact moment at which she had fired on Dup­ 
chinsky the first shot, the one that had

Bather Pokoff, whose memory was not as 
clear as Hallam’s, nor whose observation 
was as keen, testified through an interpreter

details of Dupchinsky^ 
courtship of Sabina, which had to be dis­ 
cussed as touching on why he had come there 
to murder her on that night.

Th* 
district attorney sought to hint that psxhapa 
Nastia, whose witnesses admitted aho had 
drawn her revolver before he had drawn hi* 
knife, was leveling her weapon at him whaa 
he had pulled out the knife to defend him­ 
self. 
The state made little progress along 
that direction. 
Sabina was dismissed. 


"Within an hour the jury acquitted Nastia 
on grounds that she had shot to save two in­ 
nocent lives and recommended that she be 
deported as an undesirable alien. 
This rec­ 
ommendation, while not binding, was accept* 
ed by the 
immigration 
department, and 
Nastia was taken into custody to be shipped 
back to Grodnia, but on Hallam's appeal, 
when he recalled the fact that her kinsmen 
had been slain by bolshevik! adherents be­ 
cause of her act, the order for deportation 
was canceled on ITallam’s mother taking her 
on parole and agreeing to be responsible for 
the girl’* behavior. 
And so the trial ended. 
Hallam led th® 
three principals out with him and to Itll 
home.
